Complete Unblocking of Suez 
To Take Months, Expert Says 
20 Ships and Other Objects Sunk at Mouth 


—Smaller Vessels Could Pass 
in Emergency.

PORT SAID, Egypt, Nov. 13

pert estimates it will take 
months before the Suez canal 
can be reopened to full-scale 
traffic. 


Comdr. J. R. L. Moore, who 
is directing operations to un- 
block this northern gateway to 
the canal, declined to give a 
more specific estimate. He said, 
however, that although the canal 
“looks to be a shambles,” he 
thought the task could be com- 
plete@ in ‘a reasonably short 
time.” 

The withdrawing Egyptian 
forces sank 20 objects, includ- 
ing the 3500-ton dredger Paul 
Solente, a floating dock, sev- 
eral cranes and six tugs, Comdr. 
Moore said. Thirteen are visi- 
ble and seven are completely 
submerged 

The main barrier is a horse- 
shoe of eight obstacles, of which 
the dredger is the largest, in 
the harbor across the canal’s 
mouth. Only a third of the 
harbor is open 

Blockage In South. 

Information about conditions 
along the rest of the canal is 
but Comdr. Moore 
said the situation at Suez, the 
southern gateway, is “possibly 
much the same,” as here. 

There are estimated to be 
eight or nine. block-ships—at 
least one containing concrete— 
and blown-up bridges in the 
103-mile canal itself All lie 
to the south of the 20-mile sec- 
tor between Port Said and El 
Cap which is held by the Brit- 
ish. Sixteen vessels are be- 
lieved to be trapped in the 
canal. 

Comdr. Moore characterized 
the sabotage of the canal as 
“unskillful." He added, how- 
ever, that it is “effectively 
blocked.” 

He said the Egyptians appar- 
ently ran out of explosives 
after “lavish” use on some of 
the obstacles, and sank some 
of the vessels simply by open- 
ing tlre sea cocks 

As a result, most of the tugs 
are expected to be put back 
into use. Even the dredger, with 
eight big holes in it, probably 
will be serviceable again. 

Some Ships Could Pass. 

Right now there is a channel 
with a minimum width of 100 
feet and a depth of 17 feet 
through which a vessel of the 
Liberty ship class could pass in 
an emergency, Comdr. Moore 
said. It is planned to extend the 
capacity of the channel gradu- 
ally to accommodate larger and 
larger ships 

The clearing of the canal it- 
self reportedly will be done by 
a Dutch firm under a United 
Nations contract. Comdr. Moore 
recommended using large quan- 
tities. of explosives for this 
work 

“The banks of the canal can 
take any explosive you like,” he 
said. He recalled that a sunken 
ship laden with 70 tons of ni- 
troglycerin was exploded in the 
canal once without any damage 
to the waterway. 

Pilots Out of Work. 

Meanwhile, the  Assoclated 
Press said, some of the saddest 
men in Port Said are the for- 
eign canal pilots who rushed to 
Egypt to help President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser run the canal 

They are without jobs. They 
said Egyptian canal officials 
paid them off hurriedly last 
week, thanked them for their 
services and. disappeared. 

“They gave us £50 ($140 
each but they still owe me about 
£150 ($320),” said Andrew Mys- 
jakowski,, of Belmore, Long 
Island 

Myslakowski, a former Polish 
refugee who became an Ameri- 
can citizen, left his wife and two 
children at home to take up 
Nasser's offer. 

“I haven't got enough money 
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even to pay my fare home,’ 
said.

to determine whether a child 
be tried under general law or 
juvenile law 


It would provide for an in- 
formal adjustment of minor 
charges in juvenile court with 
no record being kept. All pro- 
ceedings would be in juvenile 
courts, including initial hear- 
ings under proposal 


When a child is taken into 
custody, the code. specifically 
states it would not be consid- 
ered an arrest and no record 


of his having been taken into 
custody would be kept unless 


the charges against him are 
proved. The code provides that 
when a child is taken to Juve- 
nile court, he must be returned 
to his parents or guardians un- 
less a written report to the 
parents or guardian is made

“Roberto Zaldarriaga Wanted to Be Doctor, Decided to Help Youngsters Instead 


By John Keasler 


YOUNG Fflipino in medical 
A choot, working at his life- 

long ambition to be a phy- 
siciap, could not quit thinking 
about what poverty, what mis- 
ery, what dead-end lives faced 
many of the youngsters in his 
war-torn islands. 

Orphaned youngsters were 
sleeping on the ground, on the 
concrete of outdoor market- 
places. Some were § stealing. 
Some were nearly starving. 
Some ran in packs, in the self- 
preservation herd instinct 
known to any hungry, predatory 
anima! 

Roberto M. Zaldarriaga went 
about his studies but he could 
not get the youngsters off his 
mind. His future, after the hard 
work of medical school, he 
knew, Was assured; prosperous. 

He kept thinking about the 
youngsters. He had _ himself 
been wet and hungry, was at 
age 17 a non-com in the under- 
ground during World War II. 

He stayed in medical school 
one year—then gave it up. He 
dedicated his ? fe to helping 
children. And he started from 
scratch financially. Now his 
home town of Iloilo City, on 
Guimaras Island in the Philip- 


pines, is the site of Boys Town 
of the Philippines. Zaldarriaga 
is a prime reason for its 
growth 

Roberto. now 31. is in St. 
Louis with his pretty young 
wif nn, for the same reason 
he shows ,up anywhere—he is 
still trying to help his boys 

Ifis tithe now is executive 
director of Boys Clubs of the 
Philippines. His prime love is 
the Boys Town. He is fighting 
a yued battle. Many people 
pitched in enough’ money to get 
the Boys Town started, a few 
vears ago, but maintaining it 
financially is a constant skir-

T more pleasant side of part- 

scores. Our side, and not 
the opponents, is the proud 
possessor of a 40 or 60 or 80 
below the line 

Our first point is that it is 
good tactics to utilize the open- 
ing no-trump bid more fre- 
quently in part-score situations 
That is to say we should tend 
to open with one no-trump on 
many more of our balanced 
4-3-3-3 hands and to some ex- 
tent our 4-4-3-2 hands. This 
even with a perfectly good suit 
(or suits) to bid and without the 
proper Nno-part-score no-trump 
point count. An opening. one 
trump normally is bid on 16-18 
points. With a part-score situ- 
ation ‘either yours, or theirs, 
or both) tend to bid one no- 
trump on anything from about 
14 to 19 points with 4-3-3-3 dis- 
tribution.

ALSO the no-trump opening 
has the added advantage of 
cramping the opponents’ style. 
They have to step in at a higher 
level and they know that your 
partner, who knows that you 
have something in al! suits, will 
double them more freely. 

In short, if you have the part- 
score, a no-trump bid will give 
you a better chance both of 
buying the hand and of finding 
the best spot to play the hand 
at a low level. And if the 
opponents have the score, and 
perhaps the better combined 
hands, you may shut them out, 
and surely you've shown your 
partner the way to find the best 
sacrifice spot if there is any. 

The fact that your high card 
strength can vary more will 
not hurt you so long as your 
artner is aware of the possi- 
bility. With a good hand he 
will explore slam possibilities 
more gingerly and you in turn 
will act according to your over- 
age or underage from the nor- 
mal no-trump.

without anv part score, we'd 
simply raise partner’s opening 
one spade bid to two spades, 
The hand is not particularly 
strong and we'd be overbidding 
badlv if we first bid clubs and 
then raised spades, so we just 
raise. But with something on 
score we fee! that we may want 
to bid twice if the opponents 
try to push us, and we'd like 
to get in both bids ‘showing 
clubs and supporting spades) 
and still keep the bidding low. 
But, if we bid two, spades the

Over 
an opposing heart or diamond 
bid we can bid spades at the 
two level the next time. Our 
partner will then know we have 
at least five clubs and only 
three spades which will help 
him in his future bidding if the 
opponents still persist.
